Pfitzer Juniper—Juniperus chinensis pfitzeriana. Perfect 
all-purpose shrub evergreen. Outsells all others.

planting losses. If you will put a Cloverset pot around 
each plant and leave it there permanently you will 
not only stop planting losses but give the plants a 
chance to really grow. By this method 1-year plants 
can be planted in the field. Instead of selling Pfitzers 
for the north side of the house and feeling ashamed 
of yourself, you can sell Taxus and look your cus- 

_.tomer in the eye.

It will grow 
up to 10 feet high, makes a lovely hedge of any height, 
will grow in narrow places, clings to stucco, stone or 
brick, will grow in sun or shade and is very hardy. 
Usually handled balled and burlapped and will make 
money for anyone in the evergreen business who 
plants it. We offer two types, Large and Small Leaf. 
Small leaf holds its foliage longer in the winter than 
the large leaf, has a lot more leaves and denser foli- 
age held clear down to the ground and is more suitable 
for hedges under 2 feet in height as it does not grow 
as tall. Our small leaf patens is not to be confused 
with E. carrieri which has a still smaller leaf and is 
a variety of E. fortunei (radicans) and blooms earlier 
in the summer. There is considerable leaf variation in 
different stages of growth of E. patens. Our plants 
are wintered in the greenhouse and really will grow 
next summer in the field.

A VERY IMPORTANT POINT IN PLANTING OUR 
BANDED PLANTS IS LEAVE THE BANDS ON AND 
PLANT DEEP. DO NOT REMOVE THE BANDS FROM 
THE PLANTS AT ALL. They can stand a long dry spell 
if they have to. If bands are removed moisture and root 
hairs are no longer sealed in. 


If you had good growth from our plants last summer 
on account of the fine growing season, you can count on 
the same thing every year. Banded plants always grow 
better than you think they will. The roots do not grow 
around the ball of dirt as in potted plants but through it. 


We can ship by express or truck freight or occasionally 
by l. c. 1. railroad freight. Truck freight usually costs less 
than $1.00 per 100 plants and is somewhat slower than 
express. Most of our customers prefer truck shipment. If 
good connections cannot be made we must send by express. 
We cannot ship by Parcel Post. 100 plants weigh nearly 
40 pounds. We acknowledge orders and will notify you 
when and how shipment has been made.
